After the surrender of th© Japanese in 1946^ 
the main offices of the association were moved to Shanghai® Shortly after 
the move, the Peiping and Hanking branches were established* followed by 
the opening of th© Jdong Xong-Xowloon branch in 1946® The main offices in 
Shanghai and the various bra noli offices were known to the public officially 
as organs established "only for the promotion of women 0 g? welfare and 
therefore without party background or affiliation « " Actually the several 
branches and the Shanghai headquarters were led by underground women 
CommuniatB, members of the China Democratic Sague, and other leftists who 
cooperated with th© CLAWF and secretly accepted the direction of TSAI Chang*

The Preparatory rfork for the Courooation of the First All-China Democratic 
BomenUCo^resa (aCDVVC) - Bulletin Issu ed ty the" P rapara tory Coaaittee"for 
the Establishment of the All- China federation of Democratic Woman {kQtVK) . 

1. The duties of the first ACDffC are: 

to dooide on the guiding plan and duties of the All-China ftoawn’e 
movement, 

to establish the ACFDW, 

to pass the regulations governing the ACFDW, and 
to elect the Executive Committee of the ACFDW.* 

The ACDWC should sumon all women in China to struggle for the speedy 
destruction of the reactionary Kuomintang regime, for chasing American 
imperialism out of China, and for the establishment of a People* s Democratic 
Republio* 

2, The fixed number and distribution of delegates to ACDWC: The total 
number of delegates shall bo 360. The distribution, which is based on the 
number of womn in each locality, the organization and working foundation, 
transportation and other conditions, is as fellows: 

a . 266 delegates fro® the Liberated areas: 

70 from the .North China Liberated Area 
30 from the Northwest Liberated Ares 
55 from the East China Liberated Area 
60 from the Northeast Liberated Ares 
30 fro® the Central Plains Liberated Area 
10 from the South China Liberated Area 

b. Approximately one hundred delegates from the Kuoadntang- control led araas* 

c„ Each area shell elect as reserve delegatee one tenth of the total number 
of delegates scheduled to attend the ACDWC from that area. 

3 # The qualifications and constituents** of the delegates to the ACDWC: 
Regardless of class* race* vocation, education, work experience and religion, 
any woman can be elected a delegate to the ACDWC who is against the reactionary 
Kuomintang regime, is against feudalism, is against the American imperialistic 
invasion of China, agrees to racial independence and land reform, supports the 
principles of Hew Democracy, favors women's liberation and equality between men 
and women, and is 18 years of age or older. The constituents should include 
the following: women laborers; rural laboring women; women students; women 
employees who are engaged in cultural, educational, artistic* nursing, medical, 
eoonomic, finance and other work; women "free professionals 1 *; women workers 
in the People's Government, in people's organs and in the People's Liberation 
Ar « qt; women of "special technique"; women of minority races; overseas 
Chinese women; and women members from the families of soldiers of the People's 
Liberation Army. 
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4. Method of electing delegates to the first ACDWC: 

a. Delegates from the Liberated Areas shall be elected by means of elections

shall be elected to attend the Liberated Area Aomen's Representatives 1 
Looting; at the Liberated Area Aomen's ^presentatives * Meeting, the 
delegates to the ACDWC will be elected. 

b„ The delegates to the ACDWC from the Auomi nta ng- controlled areas shall be 
elected by the following method: *+* 

c. All affaire concerning the election of delegates must be completed before 
15 February 1949. A report should be sent to the Preparatory Cowaittee 
explaining how the elections took plaoe, the results of the elections and 
the name list as well as the biography of each delegate. 

5. The Democratic Womens federation of each Liberated Area should proceed

a. Proposals of each Liberated Area to the ACDVfC shall be submitted to the 
Women's Representatives® Conference of each respective Liberated Area for 
examination and putting in order prior to the submission of these 
proposals to the ACDWC. 

b. Where possible, collections shall be made of pictures showing women 3 s 
activities in each Liberated Area, samples of women 3 s production in each 
Liberated Area, and of anything good for exhibition; these will all be 
made ready for presentation, 

6. The time and plaoe for the convocation of the first ACDWC will be 

announced separately*
